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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 1, applicant argues 
Yamazaki et al. does not disclose "flexible substrate" since Yamazaki et al. only teaches of the glass substrate while applicant discloses 
in pargraph {0012] of th instant application, "the flexible substrate may be a glass substrate having a thickness less than about 100 urn. 
However, applicant does not state the flexible substrate must be a glass substrate having a thickness less than about 100 urn or else the 
substrate would not be "flexible". Also, the same material (glass) inherently constitutes the same physical property. Therefore, the glass 
substrate of Yamazaki et al. can be construed as "flexible". Further, with respect to claims 9 and 18, it has been held that discovering an 
optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated 
to modify Yamazaki et al. to include the glass substrate of less than about 100 urn. Since the rejection of claim 1 is proper, the rejection 
of claims 2-19 and 67-71 still stands. 
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
